BRITISH PARLIAMENT, Feu. 4. 


[The following are extracts from the speeches 


«I lord Liverpool in ihe House of Lords, and 
Mr.Brougham in the Houseof Commons,briefly 
noticed in cur last :—] 
Tbe earl ofLiverpool was sorry the noble lord 
(Stanhope) had thought proper la move any a- 
mendment to the address. 
Hi» majesty* mi- 
nister» hid thought it their doty to idviae hi* 
mujetty to tend to parliament such a speech as 
was calculated to be received with unanimity, 
as, at a crisis like the present, unanimity might 
he productive of material aervice. 
Now, there 


was nothing whatever in hi» majesty's speech 
which could in any way preclude ibe noble earl 
from calling for an inquiry into the distresses of 
agriculture, or into the state of our currency, at 
ihe earliest possible period. 
Bat as other op- 
portunities of discussing thoae questions woald 
arise, he would leave them for the present, and 
advert to what bad beeo said by the noble mar- 
quis tLantdown). 
Tbe noble lord'» only objec- 
tion to the, tpeech aad the address was, that 
they did not go far enough on the subject ofthe 
course now pursued by France towards Sp»ln. 
Now be (lord Liverpool) could not conceive any 
thing more clear, distinct, and open, than the 
first paragraph of 'hat speech. Tbe occasion 
which bad called forth "the principle* which 
his majesty had promulgated to the world ss 
constituting the line of his conduct" must be 
fresh in the recollection of their lordships. 
It 


mu»t be quite evident to them that the princi- 
ples alluded to in tbat part of hi» majesty's 
speech, were promulgated in tha circular note 
svhich had been written and addressed ta the 
various government» of Europe, by a dear and 
«ver-to be lamented friend of his, in the year 
IS2I. 
In lhat note, which had reference to a 
situation of affair», and te views of policy, in 
"oroe respects (although ceitainly nol in all) re- 
aembiing the present, the government of this 
country had distinctly declared what wa* the 
principle af the law of nations on which they 
founded their proceedings. Itreferred te Spain 
as it referred to Naples. 
The principle was 
this—that every country was the best judge cf 
the wsy in which it might he most beneficially 
goveraed,—that every country was the best 
jadge of the nature of the political institutions 
which it might moat advantageously adopt.— 
But his majesty'» government did not rest the 
present case only upon the general declaration 
of principe to which he had alluded. 
That ge- 


neral declaration was accompanied by its com- 
ments in the debates of the time. 
And thi* he 
was persuaded he might assert, without fear of 
contradiction, that on that occasion his majes- 
ty's government had made a mosi explicit state- 
ment of their sentiments, a statement perfectly 
applicable to the transaction» at present taking 
place with respect to Spain. 
A 
noble baron 
apposite had, indeed, admitted that he was sa- 
lietied with the explanations into whieh hi» ma- 
jesty's government had then entered. 
He would 
now say that his majesty's government had all 
along viewed the question of Spain as one per- 
fectly clear, as one on which there cauld be no 
doubt of the applicabilityof the principle* which 
he had been describing ; because it was a ques- 
tion exclusively constitutional in Spain, and be- 
cause what had taken place on the subject in 
Spain, wa» confined to interests purely Spanish. 
The Spaniard» had not (as in other countries 
bad been done) mixed up extraneous considera- 
tion» wilh those in which they were themselves 
nationally concerned. 
During the w»r ihey had 


reeolved upon certain change» in their constitu- 
tion, and that constitution so modified, bti been 
recognised and acknowledged by Great Britain. 
If thai constitution still wanted correction, it 
was in tbe pawer of the Spaniard», and they had 
the right to correct it, under their lawful sove- 
reign. That being the situation of Spain, what- 
ever shades of difference might exist as to the 
expediency ofthe interference offoreign nations 
in any other cases, there was no ground what- 
ever for any interference with ihe Spaniards.— 
To justify any foreign interference, it must at 
least be shown that iho.-e who led the public af- 
fair» of Spain, wished to extend their operation» 
toother countries. 
But, after their unequivo- 
cal di claimer of any object af that kind, no 
such justification existed. 
And over aad above 
all these important considerations, thoae who 
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were ailiins io judgment on Spain ought to be I 
strongly influenced by the facl (widely differing 
in thai respect from a neighbouring people in 
former time»,) however erroneous ihey might 
think the Spaniard» in the principle» on which 
ihey proceeded lo correct iheir constitution, 
they cuuld not but acknowledge that their coo. 
duct had hitherto been, a» he (lord Liverpool) 
siacereiy trusted it would continue to be, un 
tainted by those scenes of blood, crime, and 
end vioieaoe, which had characterised almost 
«very other revolution on record 
(Hear, hear, 


hear.) —Upon these views of tba subject, he 
trusted lhat there ceuld be no doubl on Ilia 
mind of any man of what wu» ihe policy of the 
English government. 
(Hear, hear )—ll was a 


question nol of justice only, but of expediency. 
Who could calculate on lh« consequences which 
might result to all Euiepc from any attempt to 
overthrow the Spanish constituiion by ibe force 
of arms? 
What, then, was ihe line of wisdom 


for this ceuntry * 
Unquestionably lo preserve 


itself in a position in which, without shrinking 
in the slightest degree from the most unequivo- 
cal avowal of its principle», it might yet be ena- 
bled to avert the threatened evil, and prevent 
the occurrence of actual hostility. 
On that 


ground it wa» that he contended, in opposition 
to the opinion of the noble marquis, that the 
sj»e of stronger language In his majesty's speech, 
or in tbe addieas which his noble friend propos- 
ed, would have been unwise. 
The introduction 


ofauch languagewould have been to throw away 
an advantage of which much mightyet be made; 
for he had uo difficulty in distinctly aaeerting, 
that, after all that had passed, the door wa» not 
absolutely doted against the possibility of ami 
cable adjustment 
He did nut mean to say 


that he was very sanguine on the subject. 
Bui 


there was still a hope and while any hope re- 
mained, itconsiated a» much with the policy as 
it did wilh the dignity «f this country to use 
such language, and 
to express iltelf in such 


term», as might not preclude il fiom any future 
beneficial interference. 
(Hear, hear, hear.)— 
The noble marquis had alluded especta ly to the 
word» " allay the irritation," in his majesty'». 
speech, and had expressed bi» dieaaiislastion 
ivitli them. 
Now he (lord L.) ahould be ex 


iremel; sorry if ihote words were to be suppos 
id by aoy one to have reference io such an act 
a» a forcible attack by France on ilie constitu 
tional independence of Spam. 
Bui their lord 


ships were aware that there had long existed 
causes of " irritation" on 
both tides. 
There 


could be no doubl that, in consequence of the 
military operations on ilie frontier», and of va 
rio US oilier circumstance», a catalogue of little 
complaints might easily be drawn out by each 
country. 
He «lid not mean lo deny thai it was 


very probable the stronger party might lake 
hold of oecurrenca» intrinsically insignificant, 


:he purpose of oppressing the weaker party ; 


all hj said was, tfat no doubt there were many 
i-aiiiie» of complaint on 
both tides. 
When, 


therefore, hi» majesty «poke of" allaying the ir 
i lUtion unhappily subsistingbetween theFrench 
and Spanish governinuiils," the expression ha* 
evidently reference, net to the forcible entry ot 
tvpain by France, but merely lo all thus* minor 
causes of complaint between the two govern 
ments, the existence of which might very easily 
be conceived by any one ; and which the British 
government, in the character of mediator, migbi 
not despairof being able to remove. 
He would 


trouble iheir lordship» no further on the present 
occasion. 
He trusted he had spoken with suffi- 


cient cipiicituess on the question of tbe justice 
ot' the cause of Spain. 
He trusted ha had tpo 


lien with sufficient explicitnea» on the question 
«if the policy of the w»r with which Spain wa» 
threatened ; on thai latter point he probably 
felt more strongly than the nobie marquis—be 
meant with reference to the probable effect of 
war—noten Spain only, but un France— not on 
France only, but en all Europe. 
For, much a» 


he dreader! and deprecated war a» affecting the 
interest» of Spain, he had no hesitation in say. 
i.ig, that he dreaded and depreoaled it still more 
»» affecting the internet! oi France, aod through 
France, of all Europe. 
(Hear). 
With respect 


to the conduct lo be adopted by this country io 
the possible situation in which it mighl be pla- 
ced, there could be no doubt that every man 
roU»t feel, thai under our present circumstan 
tes, the policy af ihi* counuy wa» neutrality. 
But while he said this, he piotested against be- 
ing supposed for a moment lo admit the idea 
(tome fiom what quarter it might) that if un- 
avoidable circumstances presented no alterna- 
tive to this country bul war or dishonour, it was 
net in a state to go to War. 
Ob ihe contrary, 


he was firmly convinced, that if parliament re 
fused lo adopt any measure» calculated to tap 
the foundaiiens of public credit, and if a war 
should appear lo be neueasary lo the pieserva- 
tion if our honour, the country was in a male 
to meet it ; (hear, hear, bear.) 
Still, he readi- 
ly allowed, that ufier the extraordinary tffvria 
Which Gieat Britain ha» to recently made, and 
taking into consideration the present ttate ot 
Europe, it wa» most desirable that, if we could 
ii*» si» with regard to justice,-with regard lo oui 
aateiy, With regard lo our honour, wilh regara 
to 
our engagement» with our allies, we should 
preserve our neutral position. 
(Hear, bear.) — 
The present, however, was not ihe time for the 
Consideration of that question. 
He had alrea- 


dy asserted, and he would rt-a»»ert it, that what- 
ever might be tbe existing probability of'a rup- 
ture between Fiance and Spain, he did nut con- 
sider tbe door absolutely closed against nego- 
ciation and amicable arrangement. 
Believing 
there 
was Hill a chance of accomplishing an 


amicable adjostmem, he maintained, that as 
king as such a chance did exist, il Was the in- 


teretl and wisdom of this country to hold such 
language as might not incapacitate it from fui- 
thdring the object 
su generally 
desirable 


(Hear, hear.) 


Mr. Brcugh ui rose, he said, in consequence 


of the appeal made lo the house by ihe gallant 
officer who 
had just tat down, [Sir 
Joseph 
Yorke] to declare his sentiment» : be answered 
to thai «ppeul, which did credit to the honour, 
to the English feeling of that gallant officer, 
and he joined with him, end wilh every man 
who deserved the name of Billon, in unqualifi- 
ed abhorrence and detestation at the practice 
of interference to which he had alluded ; or if 
lhat detestation was qualified, it wa» only by 
indignation and disguet at ihe cantiog hypocri- 
sy of the language in which ihe atrocious piin. 
ciple» of the parties concerned were 
promul- 


gated. 
(Hear, hear) 
He had risen to make 
this declaration, celled upon as he was in com- 
mon with every member; but he should ill dis- 
charge his duly it ha did nol mark his sense of 
the candour of the two hoo. gentlemen who had 
moved and seconded the eddrea», and expiesa 
his satisfaction at what, in the bouse, whatever 
its division upon other points, would be almost, 
and, in the country certainly, unanimously fell 
to be, the sound and liberal view which they 
had taken of this Matter. 
(Hear, hear.) 
In- 
deed, he knew not how, circumstanced as they 
were, ihey could go farther ; or how bis niaie» 
ly'a ministers could, in the present state of ihia 
very intricate affair, have goue beyond the com- 
munication of this day. 
That communication 


would be a diffu»ion of joy and exultation te 
Englaod—it would diffuse joy and exultation to 
Spain, would be 
a suurce of comfort to other 


statea, but would bring confusion and dismay 
io ihe allies, who, by a pretended respect, bui 
a real mockery, of religion and morality, made 
war upon liberty m ihe abstract, and endeavour- 
ed to crush independence wherever il was to be 
found, and who were now ready with iheir arm- 
ed horde» to carry their baleful projects into 
execution. 
(Hear, hear.) 
That Spain would 


take comfort from ihe principles avowed in thai 
bouse thi» evening, he wa» ceitain ; but he wa» 
not less Certain, that the handful of men who 
at present surrounded our uearcet and most in 
leiesling neighbour, 
(who, by the way, 
had 


some bow or othei ende»*onred lo get over the 
prudent commit which had till of late prevailed 
wilh hun), would feel dismayed with those priu 
cip.es in proportion as others would be encour- 
aged. 
A 
slaie of declared neutrality on oor 


part would be ooihing les» than a declared per- 
mission ol tiio.e evil» which we condemned, and 
a tacit allowance uf the atrouious principles 
which we were unanimous in depticaling. 
He 


would e'»y, therefore, thai it would be tbe duty 
of bis majesty's minister» wuh whom he should 
be glad loco-operate on 
lie occasion—.ami to, 


he was certain, would eveiy one who then iieaid 
him—to came lo the resolution, that when cer- 
tain iking» should lake plait on the continent, 
they should be reaoy 
10 aselsl '.he Spamai <is- 
a 
measure 
neeeeeary lo prevent evils which 


those least fond of War must admit to be inevi- 
table. 
Our assistance would be necessary to a- 


veit the wicked enforcement of principle» con 
irary lo tho law of nations, and repugnant to 
every idea of national independence. 
To judge 


of ih« principle» now avowed, tetany man read 
patiently the declarations in the note» of the 
holy alliance ; and, wilh all duerespect lo those 
high authorities, he wuuld venture to say, that 
lo produce any thing more preposterous, 
more 


absurd, more extravagant, more calculated to 
excite a mixed feeling of disgust and derision, 
would baffle any chancery or state paper office 
in Europe, 
f Hear.J 
lie would 
not irouuie 


the house with the whole absurd detail ; he 
would ouly select afew passages from those no- 
table productioa» of legitimacy. 
[Here the 
lion, gentleman went into a long analysis efthe 
differeßt notes, exposing their absutdlty, and 
justifying ihe answeis of the Spanish minister] 
Lei the pretext, however, for Hie War 
be what 


>i might, the real cause of it was not hard to 
conjecture. 
It was not from halted to Spain 


or Portugal, considered aimpiy as Spain and 
Portugal, that the allied sovereign» were for 
inarching iheir hordes into the Peninsula —it 
was not against freedom on the Ebro, or free- 
dom on tho MinoiO, thai ihey were making war: 
no, it was against freedom in the abstract— it 
was against freedom wherever il was lo be found 
—it wa» against freedom by whatever men it 
wa» possessed —it was againstfreedom by what 
ever check» it was secured—(hear;—and by 
whatever safeguard» it wa» guaranteed. 
Free- 


dom was the object of iheir 
most inveterate 
haip, and against freedom they Were ready lo 
employ every species both of fraud and force.— 
They dreaded its institutions—lhey abhorred its 
spirit: all the beaefits which il ha» conferred 
upon mankind, all ihe monuments which have 
been raised in its honour, all ihe miracles which 
have been effected by it» influence, ihey hated 
with the malignity of demon», for ihey were 
compelled lo fear and tremble at ihe very sound 
of it» name. 
It wa» on this account that, dis 
guise ii as they might, they coliid feal no real 
friendship for the people of this country. 
A» 
long as England remained the country that the 
wa» at preeent, as long a» parliament formed a 
free and open tribunal to which the oppressed 
of all nations ander heaven could appeal against 
iboir oppressor», however mighty a od however 
exalted—and with all its abuses, (and no man 
could lament them moie feelingly than he did, 
because no man wa» more sensible ef it» advan- 
tage»; and wilh all its imperfections, ("and no 
man cou'd 
be more 
anxious lo remove 
and 


amend them, 
because no mail 
wished mote 


heartily to make ii worthy ot ibe love anil ad- 
miration of the country), it was slill too free to 
please the taste ot ihwcontinenlal despot» (loud 
cheeringj—so long would England be the ob- 
ject of their haired and machinations, some- 
lime» carried on in secret, sometime» carried 
on openly, but always carried on with the same 
unremitting vigour and activity. 
It was idle to 


suppose lhatthese armed critics csuld be bound- 
ed in their view» by any limits of time or ef 
country. 
Could the house suppose that if there 


were any portion of territory in the neighbour- 
hood of the emperar Alexander, which appear- 
ed peculiarly suited to hi» view», thai he would 
not soon be able io discover some fault or flaw 
in it» political institution» requiring his inter- 
vention, supposing it c'en lobe a part of the 
Turkish government ?

description,— that H had antiquity in it» favour, 
— thai it was in full possession of " ilie conser- 
vative principle of social order,"— that ii wa* 
"' replete with grand truths,"— lhat il v*«s" po- 
werful and paralysed,"— lhat it had never lis- 
tened to " the fatal doc(riiie» of a disorgaaiaing 
philosophy," and that it had never been visited 
by any such ihings as " dreams of fallacious li- 
berty," (immense cheering and laugblerj ; he 
believed that it the learned Uiemah were to ar- 
gue the point just as if it was ihe Holy Koran, 
still these " three gentlemen of Veiooa" would 
not turn away —in disgust, as he (Mr. Broug- 
ham; should do,— but would pry about for an 
avenue by which to enter into the lenitory in 
question, and if ihey could not find a way, would 
not be very scrupulous about making one; and 
the result, in one point of view, woutd be, that 
in three month; frum the time of deliberation, 
the emperor Alexander would be al Constanti- 
nople—[hear, hear, heai]—or at .Minorca—for 
he had long shown a desire lo have some west- 
ern provinces ; aed that Austria and Prussia 
would be invited to look far an indemnity io any 
iluog thai England, or the king cf England, 
might have to suit them.

heai | —determined al the same time to support, 
aiß'd every sacrifice, the honour and dignity of 
ihe crown, the independence of ihe oountiy, aod 
every priocip'e thai is considered most valuable 
and sacred among civilised nation».—itir. Bioog- 
ham then satdown amidst a thunder uf applause 
from all sides of the houee, which did not sob- 
side for many minutes. 


Mr. Brougham was followed by Sir F. Bur- 


den and Mr. Peel. 
Tlielatler gentleman coa- 


fesaed hi» regret at tbe hard language in which 
Mr. Brougham thought fit to epeak cf tome of 
the allies of Great Britain, particularly tbe em- 
peror Alexander, whom Mr. Peel endeavoured 
to exculpate from the charge of meditating tbe 
occopatiou of Turkey. 
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
